3. WHEAT. 


On 26th November, 1933, 1,420,000 bushels of old season‘s wheat were stored on railway 
premises, including 918,000 bushels on sites in the metropolis. The carry-over is normal. 

Pending final returns the interim total of the crop harvested in the State in 1932-33 is 
estimated at 78,389,000 bushels. The estimated area sown with wheat for grain and hay in 
New South Wales in the season 1933-34 was 4,838,000 acres. A forecast (4th November, 1933), 
by the Director of Marketing, was that the crop would be 49,046,000 bushels, adverse seasonal 
conditions having affected crop prospects subsequent to the first forecast.
